The ruling by Judge Rich- 
ard B. Austin of U.S. Dis- 
trict Court was made in a 
suite filed by nine police- 
men. They contended that a 
department rule, bringing 
possible suspension or dis- 
missal on refusal to testify 
before a federal grand jury 
or to answer a superior’s 
questions, was unconstitu- 
. tional. 

“The policemen cannot 
come crying now,” Judge, 
Austin told defense attor- 
neys. “When they signed up 
for that job, that was the 
law and they took the job 
pursuant to it.”
